What they saw was a.totally redone section 
with an open nursing station designed f ог easi- 
er patient access, color coordinated rooms in 
peach; blue, mauve and green, a waiting room 
for family members and new beds and furnish- 
ings in each room. The Telemetry/Progressive 
Care Unit boasts the. new Hewlett Packard 
Veridia System and increases the hospital's car- 
diac care capacity from four monitors to eight. 
The floor can house 26 patients and has four pri- 
vate rooms and one for dialysis patients. 

Hospital-Administrator Gene Faile said, “The 
community wanted this service and we're réally 
excited to have this.” 

Glades General is a 73-bed facility with three 


+ floors. The second floor was in dire need of reno- 


vations and Mr. Faile said one of the first things 
he did when he came on board as the new ad- 
ministrator last year was to look at what was 
needed at the hospital. 

It was determined the hospital was losing in 
excess of $600,000 a year from cardiac patients 
going outside the area for treatment. А proposal 
was made to:the Palm Beach County Health 
Care District, which owns Glades General, to 
renovate the second floor and purchase four 
telemetry units.. Mr. Faile said the renovations 
cost $250,000 апа the monitors an additional 
$54,000.

It is the most overlooked 
word in every hurricane adviso- 
ry. The word is "estimated", as 
in the "estimated wind speed" 
of the tropical storm or hurri- 
cane. The National Hurricane 
Center (NHC) includes the 
word "estimated" because, and 
this may come as a big shock to 
you, officials don't really know 
the exact wind speed of any 
tropical system. 

Specialists at the NHC can 


only estimate the wind speed of* 


a hurricane. The precise inten- 
Sity cannot be determined. 
"You'd:be surprised how much 


uncertainty there is in knowing 
just how strong the hurricane 
is," said Dr. Richard Pasch, a 
specialist at the National 
Hurricane Center. 

The only way to directly mea- 
sure the- wind speed of any 
storm is with an anembmeter. 
Unfortunately, there aren't 
many anemometers floating in 
the ocean waiting for some 
unsuspecting hurricane to 
come along. 

Anemometers are found on 
the coastline, but that location 
is often hundreds of miles from 
the storm. Ships carry .such 
equipment, but most captains 


will obviously steer clear of any 
tropical system. w 

So, how does one measure the 
wind speed of a hurricane? For 
the past forty years, the answer 
has been to send an airplane 
directly into the storm. These 
nearly indestructible planes, 
called Hurricane Hunters, fly 
through, around, and into the 
tropical system, measuring 
among other items, the wind 
speed. 

Yet, there is a problem. The 
information gathered by the 
airplane is obviously up in the 
air, often as high as ten-thou- 
sand feet. Specialists at the

percent of all women over age 
18 will be caregivers of chil- 
dren, parents, or both during 
their lives. 

The "empty nest" is an 
anachronism. А family's grown 
„children are now being quickly 
replaced with ап aging parent 
who needs long-term care. As 
the population ages, and as 
more women continue to enter 
the workforce; the immense 
need for greater elder care will 
only grow more urgent. 

A significant decline in the 
number of family caregivers is 
occurring in the U.S., while, at 
thé same time, the demand for 
elder care is increasing. Fewer 
children are available to care 
for the elderly. During the 
1990's, the total number of 


births has dropped by 9.2 per- 
cent. Simultaneously, the 
elderly population has in- 
creased by over 10 percent. 

A Census Bureau report 
released in May, 1996, fore- 
casts that the 65-and-older 
population will grow from one 
in every eight Americans to 
one in every six by 2020, and 
one in-every five by 2050. The 
fastest growing segment of the 
population will be the people 
ages 85 and older, whose num- 
bers are expected to double to 
7 million by 2020. 

Women typically assume the 
major responsibilities for 
parental care giving: For most, 
these duties are added to an 
already full roster at home, at 
the office, or both. 

It is estimated that up to 
seven million women are 
unpaid care givers to the elder- 
ly. Most toil without respite, 
doing backbreaking labor in

Coping with Chronic Obstructive Pulmo

Over 14 million Americans 
are affected by a set of .symp- 
toms commonly referred to as 
Chronic: Obstructive Pulmon- 
ary Disease (COPD). This con- 
dition is largely preventable, 
even though it is the fourth 
leading cause of death in the 
United States. Smokers ac- 
count for more than 90% of 
3COPD cases. Currently, more 
men are affected, but women 
are catching up as their smok- 
ing rate increases. 

The term COPD is a broad 
one used to describe several 


. lung disogders such as,emphy- 


вета, chronic bronchitis, or 
asthmatic bronchitis. 
Emphysema is the abnormal 


enlargement of the alveoli (air 


sacs) in the lung that eventual- 
ly destroy their walls. The 
alveoli become over-inflated 
which traps air and decreases 
the body's ability to exchange 
gases like oxygen and carbon 
dioxide. 5

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Marij uana: Medicinal Use?

Last year voters in California and Arizona 
approved initiatives that legalized the “medici- 


‚ nal use” of marijuana. On August 27, 1997, а. 


petition to amend the Florida Constitution to 
provide for the medical use of marijuana‘ was 
filed with the Office of the Secretary of State by 
a Fort Lauderdale based organization known as 
“Floridians for Medical Rights.” The group 
hopes to place the petition on the ballot for a 
"vote later this year. 

While some may be attracted to vote for this 
initiative out of a compassion for those who 
need relief from pain brought on by a medical 
condition, the fact is, few things could be worse 
for this state than the legalization.of marijuana. 

Make no-mistake, for many involved in this 
movement, the goal is not simply the medicinal 
use of marijuana, but its outright legalization. 
In a 1979 interview with the publication 
“Wheel” at Emory University in Atlanta, Keith 
Stroup, Chairman of National Organization for 
the Reform of Marijuana Laws, said, “We are 
trying to get marijuana reclassified medically." 
He went on to state that the group “will be 
using the issue as a red herring to give marijua- 
na a good name. That’s our way at getting to 
them (anti-legalization) indirectly.” 

Despite what you might think, marijuana is a 
dangerous drug, far more potent and powerful 
than the “weed” used in the 1960s. And it often 
leads to the use of more serious drugs, in an 
effort to produce an even stronger "high." 
Columbia University's Center on Addiction and 
Substance Abuse reports that 60 percent of chil- 
dren who smoke pot before age 15 move on to 
cocaine. According to the Office of the National 
Drug Control Policy, American children aged 12- 
17-who use marijuana are 85 times more likely 
to use cocaine than those who don't. If we legal- 
ized marijuana, even for medicinal purposes, it 
would project à moral acceptability of drug 
usage and addiction to our children. It would 
erode the social norms that help keép kids from 
drugs. 

The state with the most relaxed márijuana 
laws in the nation is Oregon, which decriminal- 
ized the substance in 1973. Now after 25 years, 
this state has recriminalized marijuana, citing 
the increasing drug problem and the “mixed 
messages" sent by marijuana medicalization. 
“Marijuana’s strength has increased tenfold 
over the years,” says Darin-Campbell, executive 


staff member of the Oregon Associations of, 
Chiefs of Police. This new potent marijuana is 
highly addictive. According to Dr. David Smith 
of. ; Haight-. ‘Ashbury Free Clinics in San Francis- 
co, marijuana dependence "requires difficult, 
long-term treatment." 

Some portray drug legalization as a "freedom" 
issue. In other words, it's a victimless crime 
that will have little effect on our communities. 
But the facts are otherwise. The use of drugs 
like marijuana propels the crime rate upwards. 
This is riot only because people commit crimes! 
to pay for the habit, but also because using mar- 
ijuana affects self-control, judgment and behav- 
ior. A comprehensive 1991 survey of state prison 
inmates in California found that 6 times as 
many homicides, 4 times as many assaults, and 


nearly:1.5 times as many robberies аге commit- 


ted under the influence of drugs (including mar- 
ijuana). Smoking marijuana can also lead to ' 
serious traffic accidents. А study conducted at 
the Maryland Institute for Emergency Medical 
Services tested 1,023 random patients who 
received major trauma injuries from auto pile 
ups. Marijuana was found in 34.7 percent of the 
patients. 

Floridians for Medical Rights claim they have 
the interest of those in chronic pain in mind 
when they push this amendment. But those who 
have worked for years to,relieve the suffering of 
patients don't buy the marijuana legalization 
argument. The Florida Medical Asshociation, 
American Medical Association, Nátional Insti- 
tutes of Health, American Glaucoma Society, 
American Academy of Ophthalmology, the Inter- 
national Federation of Multiple Sclerosis Soci- 
eties, and the American Cancer Society reject 
marijuana as medicine. So should we. 

The fact is, there are already safe, legal alter- 
natives to marijuana for those with chronic 
pain. Purified, synthetic THC, the active ingre 
dient in marijuana, із marketed under the trade 
name Marinol and approved for uses such as 
treatment of cancer ahd anorexia associated 
with AIDS. 2
